erless to prevent the use of the ancient bromides "$100 in­ 
vested in Ford’s plant when he started out would have 
made a fortune for you,” and the suckers are still biting in 
the belief the motor magnate will revolutionize .the 3ir in­ 
dustry. 


Those closely allied with aviation progress, however, 
are optim istic but look for no sudden improvement. 
T h e y 
admit frankly that the development is in its infancy and 
that commercial flying is still in the experimental stage. 
However* these men look for these handicaps to be gradual­ 
ly overcome. 


W hen it is known that it takes several hundred dollars 
to-recondition a plane after a long trip and prepare it to go 
out again, som e of the vast expense that attaches to flying 
will' be realized. 
Perhaps it is best for aviation that its 
progress is slow . 
Sane and conservative development will 
insure for tilt industry a firm foundation on which to build 
success when its development has reached practicality.

Manv 
persons have to exercise extreme 
care in their use of milk, which mar

UNDREDS of feet above the street a pigmy 
figure glides across a cobweb. 
Nearby, 
one of his fellows leans far over nothing­ 
ness to catch a glowing rivet, tossed casu­ 
ally aloft from the furnace.

Many books have been written upon 
curiosity, anticipation, and allied phe­ 
nomena. 
The crowd that rubbers at 
the acrobats of the sky-line is not ac­ 
tuated by tbs same psychological Im­ 
pulse as the one that stares at a bill­ 
poster, ar Helens to the patter of the 
patent medicine vendor. 
Anticipation 
probably beet describee the mental at­ 
titude of those who stand open-mouth­ 
ed while the riveter perches aloft 
working Uke a gigantic woodpecker. 
“Borne day that bird Is going to take 
a tumble,’' soliloquize* the spectator. 


Following out this line of thought, 
even though It may be subconsciously, 
the man on the sidewalk feels that 
some day he may see him take the 
tumble. 
There are those who will 
vigorously combat this theory. But it 
is borne out by the morbid intensity 
with which people watch any hazard­ 
ous undertaking. 
Not that the work et the struct ural 
steel worker is the most hazardous 
occupation in the world. 
Of course 
it is not the safest, as attested by life 
insurance statistics. 
The man who 
chooses such a calling usually has a 
peculiar physical qualification for his 
work, and be has a sixth sense which 
usually operates to warn hhn of dan­ 
ger.

aced. No more could he tell you clear­ 
ly how be manages to Dead hi# nar­ 
row footway In a high wind with such 
a sureness of step, such an exact al­ 
lowance for wind stress. What would 
mean immediate disaster to the un­ 
trained only serves to give the steel­ 
worker added confidence. 
What ap­ 
pears to the spectator as sheer brava­ 
do is Just part of the Job to the man 
who I# fitting together the steel puz­ 
zle that hi to finally emerge into a 
great skyscraper. 
This structural steel acrobat’s trade

la one of many tm usa si occupations 
that have been developed In America. 
The skyscraper, which created his 
Dade, is peculiarly an American in­ 
stitution. A batt century ago. mason­ 
ry construction towering six to nine 
stories high waa considered the maxi­ 
mum for safety and utility. 
Then 
came Bessemer steel, and later open 
hearth steel 
Here was a material 
that would perform with mathematical 
exactness 
A steel column of a giv^n 
size established thait it would do a 
specific amount of work in a more 
efficient manner than any other known 
material. 
This development of steel 
came at a time when land values in 
the business sections of the larger 
cities were becoming almost prohibi­ 
tive. 
Taller buildings were the only 
solution, and structural steel made 
them possible 
“Taller Made” Bondings 
Quickly there developed, between 
the rolling mills and the purchaser, 
the structural steel fabricating plant. 
Now was come, indeed, the era of the 
tailor-made Minding and the struc­ 
tural steel worker. 
From the engi­ 
neer^ drawings and specifications the 
framework of the great structure was 
fabricated by the structural steel mill. 
When it reached the Job, each piece 
bore a number which designated its 
place in the skeleton. 
It, became the 
steel worker’s Job to put each piece in 
its proper place, and drive home each 
previously designated rivet. 
The steelworker’s agility and dan 
ger entrance the pedestrian. 
The 
structure which he so accurately fits 
together catches the Imagination cf 
the*bu41der, the architect and the busi­ 
ness man. 
Like Human Being 
A speaker at the recent Architec­ 
tural and Allied Arts Exposition, in 
Grand Central Palace, New York, built 
his address around the assertion that 
the American skyscraper is built like 
a human being, and does practically 
everything a man does except walk. 
His simile is well worth quoting: 
“The metal feet rest on the solid 
rock, which wa# reached by huge 
caissons. Its frame work of steel is a 
complete 
skeleton with 
articulated 
and riveted ribs. arms, legs and spine. 
Its Jotnts can move ever so slightly 
when heat expands and cold contracts, 
and yet so braced are they that it can 
resist the strain of storm. 
The stom­ 
ach is the furnace room—source of 
heat and light and power. 
From its 
heart—the boilers and m achinery- 
spread the arteries, which carry the 
equivalent of Mood throughout its 
body—the pipes which warm the ra­ 
diators in winter.” 
Continuing the figure, the architect 
likens the steam and water pipes to

the human circulating system; the wir­ 
ing system to the nerves; the ventilat­ 
ing scheme to the respiratory system. 
Wider Field of Steel 
The field of usefulness of structur­ 
al st*#! continues to increase. 
Archi­ 
tects. engineers and city planners are 
forecasting cities that will tower high­ 
er into the ether than anything that 
has yet been planned 
ti may be nec­ 
essary to use field glasses to get s 
good look at the structural steel work­ 
er of a f®w years hence 
It has been 
demonstrated that steel is capable of 
doing more end better work than has 
heretofore been required of it. 
This 
phase of the situation has been the 
subject, of A*haustive investigations 
bv the American Institute of Steel 
Construction, an organization which 
represents almost the entire fabricat­ 
ed steel industry of the United States 
and Canada. 
As a result of these in­ 
vestigations. a standard specification 
for the fabrication and erection of 
structural steel has been developed 
which makes possible a saving of not 
leas than twelve per cent on all steel 
structures as compared wit* ok! meth­ 
ods. 
Technical schools, research labora­ 
tories smd government bureaus are 
discovering new capabilities of and 
uses for steel. 
New alloys are being 
developed. 
New economies are being 
inaugurated. 
And the sidewalk crowd is looking 
forward to the opening of the greater 
show, when the drama cf tie archi­ 
tect and engineer for the city of to­ 
morrow are translated into towering 
piles of steel, surrounded by brick auld 
stone and cement and tile.
